New York, Feb. 14.—[Shpecial.]-“-The 
future of the human race rests with | 
the “biological engineer,’ according | 
te Dr. Charles P. Steinmetz. He spoke 
tonight on “ Inventions of the Future.” 

The ‘ biological engineer” may en- 
able the world to support many times 
its present population by producing | 
“energy crops” after coal gives out, | 
and by feeding the human race directly 
on nitrogen fixing micro-organisms. ac- 
cording to the famous electrician. 

The bacteria and other microscopical 
plants and animals take the nitrogen | 
from the air and hand it over to plants, 
which hand it over to cattle or furnish 
it directly to man in the form of seeds. 
There is tremendous waste in each of 
these steps. It may be possible for 
the biological engineer, the speaker 
said, to cross and recross bacteria and 
other nitrogen producers until he has

The only thing 
they do not show is the wonderful col- 
oring of the inlay work and of the 
paintings that decorate the different 
articles. 

: Ages Pass Since Barial. 

It is more than 3,000 years since 
King Tut-Ankh-Amen was laid to rest 
in his tomb surrounded by all the ac- 
ecessories deemed necessary in those 
days to insure his comfort on his 
death journey. Civilizations have 
grown to maturity and fallen again 
into decay since then, while his re- 
mains, untouched by the hand of man, 
undisturbed by the light of day, have 
awaited the pick and shovel of the 
excavator. 

The king reigned about the year 
1250 B. C. He succeeded his father- 
in-law, King Akhnaton, the romantic 


religion of Aton, or worship of the 
visible sun disk, in place of that of 
Ammon, the Sun God. Tut-Ankh-Amen 
was originally called Tut-Ankh-Aton, in 
observance of the religion of his father- 
in-law, but when he became king he 


changed his name. 
; Sun God Wins Tussle. 

Somewhat of an Egyptian Vicar of 

Bray, he attempted to please the 

of both religions. But Ammon 
had the stronger hold on him and when 
he returned to Karnak, he celebrated 
the occasion by the building of an 
enormous colonnade for the temple 
there and reéstablishing the ceremonies 
of Ammon. 

From then onwards until his death 
he continued to vacillate between the 
two religions, but with his inclinations 
always toward that of Ammon. This 
vacillation was the apparent cause of 
his name being expunged from the of- 
ficial records a few years after his 
death, a fact which has done much to 
limit present day knowledge of him. 


Dr. Steinmetz would feed them on 
mineral matter, so that there would be 
gut one step in the conversion of min- 
eral elements into the form of human 
beings.

PENALIZING PRODUCTION. 

A phase of the income tax difficulties suggested | 
indirectly by the series of articles on the extteet i 
now running in Tus Trrsunp is the element of 
what might be considered confiscation legalized by 
the present law. Let us consider the case of a 
professional man, a scientist, a real estate operator, 
or a promoter. Other cases will suggest them- 
selves to readers as we continue. 

Assume a lawyer has been practicing industri- 
ously for twenty years, increasing his annual] in- 
come perhaps from $3,000 to $10,000 in that’ period. 
When he is about to pass the prime of life he is 
retained in a case which suddenly expands in 
importance and ramifications until his services 
warrant a fee of $200,000: Under the present 
income tax law he must give half that sum to the 
government. Yet perhaps that is his last big case. 
He drops back to average yearly earnings of 
$7,000. It was the twenty years of practice which 
made the $200,000 fee possible.: By preparing him- 


ing $10,000 of that $200,000 each year, though pay- 
ment was delayed. There , a question of justice 
in that. 

Assume a chemist had worked for a quarter of 
a century on a special series of experiments and 
at last had made a discovery which he could sell 
to a drug syndicate or a dye factory for $200,000 
, He would have to give half that sum, the earnings 
of a lifetime, to the government. Suppose a pro 
moter labored for many: years to put through a 
great business enterprise ‘and finally succeeded, 
with a personal profit of $500,000. He would, in 


only the profits of that year but the.profits of his 
entire earning career. Scores of similar illustra 
tions will occur. : 

At the same time a man who has $5,000,000 in- 
vested in tax exempt securities is receiving $200,000 
a year on which he pays no taxes and which he is 
not compelled to divide with any one. Thus we 
find the worker penalized while the possessor of 
“ynearned” income is protected. There are some 
7,000,000 persons in this country earning an aver- 
age income of $50 a week. They pay the govern- 
ment something more than $260,000,000 a year 
taxes. They pay because they earn their income. 
A smaller group, with an average income of $1,000 
a week, perhaps, is not paying the government & 
cent, because their income is derived from tax 
exempt securities. It is unearned. : 

Such injustices are bad for the social, political, 
and economic life of the country. In effect they 
tend more and more to tax the worker, whether he 
earn $2,000 a year or $200,000 a year, to support 
the nonworker, They make it harder for the

Such inequities~dre contrary to the ideals and 
purposes of a democracy. They are dangerous.
